Hr,  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I hav°  the  pleasure  to  report  upon  matters 
affecting  the  health  of  the  District  for  the 
year  1 956  s — 

Population,  The  'population  of  the  District  has 
changed  very  little  over  the  past  10  years.  The 
present  figure  of  2,240  shows  a slight  rise  over 
the  preceding  year, 

Dirths  ci  Birth  Rates,  The  General  Birth  Rate  was 
reduced  a little  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
hut  is  still  higher  than  the  National  Rate, 

There  was  a considerable  reduction  in  the  number 
of  Still  Dibths,  whilst  the  number  of  Illegitimate 
Births  remained  the  same. 

Deaths  R Death  Rates,  Apart  from  1949>  the  General 
Death  Rate  was  the  lowest  for  the  past  10  years. 

This  is  in  spite  o^  the  fact  that  a relatively 
high  proportion  of  the  population  is  elderly. 

There  were  no  Infnat  Deaths  or  Violent  Deaths 
during  the  year,  and  there  was  a reduction  in  the 
number  of  deaths  attributed  to  Cancer, 


General  Infectious  .diseases,  Once  again  the  icidence 
of  Infectious  Disease  was  low,  apart  from  an  epidemic 
ox  measles. 

There  has  not  been  a case  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis 
notified  since  before  1947* 

Tuberculosis,  For  the  second  successive  year  there 
has  been  no  notifications  of  Non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  no  deaths  from  this  disease  for  the  fourth 
successive  year. 

There  were  2 fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  one  death. 


Hill:  Supplies,  The  number  of  milk  samples  taken 
during  the  year  was  so  inadequate  that  it  is 
impossible  to  report  upon  the  standard  of  hygiene 
of  the  milk  supply, 

V'ati.r  Supply,  ■ The  number  of  samples  of  water  taken 
during  the  year  was  so  small,  that  it  is  impossible 
to  accurately  report  upon  its  quality. 

Regular  sampling  is  required  throughout  the  District 
at  consumer  level,  and  also  from  the  storage  reservoir. 
This  sampling  should  be  both  Bacteriological  & 

Chemical, 

The  average  daily  amount  of  water  used,  per  head  of  the 
population,  i.e.  23-g-  gallons,  approxi  lates  to  the 
average  national  amount  of  25  gallons.

the  Report  that  no  sampling  of  Ice  Cream  was 
carried  out  during  the  year.  Whildt  it  is  true 
that  no  Ice-Cream  is  produced  in  the  District,  it 
is  advisable  to  carry  out  an  adequate  sampling 
programme.

There  is  heed,  however,  for  more  supervision, 
particularly  in  regard  to  routine  sampling.
